that no one would be penalized by loss of pay and benefits for the 
shutdown. Accordingly, this arrangement was in effect fran tke 
evacuation time, 1500 hours on 15 May 1957 to the reeentry time, 
1600 hours, 28 May. Lockheed absented themselves from that time 
through COB 31 May 1957. However, 30 May 1957 being Memorial Day, 
and a recognizable holiday, they should not be docked for that parti- 
cular time.
